But even after 
this ho fulled to appreciate the significance 
of these numerous roads as a channel 
for the lapid movement of troops.

els. were perfecting their plans. At about 


p in., Capt. Sdnter, Co. iJ, 5,jih Ohio, out 


on picket, sent in his first sergeant with 
word that the enemy was massing on the 
exlieme right, With infantry aud artillery. 
Subsequently scouts from the 25th Ohio 
brought tho Geuetul the intelligence that 
tho enemy were in full force upon our right. 
After a while a cavalry officer camo dash- 
ing down tha road, announcing that the en- 
emy weio in full force on our right, with 
artillery 1 These thrice repeated warnings 
ought to have aroused the most lethargic 
keeper of such holy interests as were as- 
sembling in the balances of that hour. 
But 


they fell upon ears that heeded thorn not I 
No change of front was ordered. 
No ade- 


quato obstructions were placed in the way 
ot the advancing hosts. Tho artillery all 
remained iu its former position, ready to 
lepel only a front attack — the front and 
flunk .sLiriniaheis had not even a line of 
communication with each other 1 
Such 


was the position of aftturs with the 1st di 
vision, occupying the extreme right. 
No 


Bonder the fear became general and pain- 
fully evident to uvery subordinate officer, 
that otft flank was being turned! 


At 6 p. m. tho attack commenced with- 


out premonition. 
No mounted sentinel 


came galloping up with tho news ; but very 
little of picket firing heralded it. The first 
note of warning that the shock had come, 
was the shock itself. A tremendous volley 
of musketry, immediately followed by a 
deluge of grape and canister, and the reb- 
els weie upon us in overwhelming num- 
bers, in three concentric columns. One 
was moving down the turnpike) one down 
Brock's road, and the other further to the 
lelt, and, as their prisoners stated, in full 
brigade line and forty deep, while a section 
of their artillery was brought up to a po- 
sition m the road comtiianding our lino, 
which it swept. 


Wh-it could 4,000 men do with 30,000? 


Them- flank and iear being entirely expos 
ed to its foes, and their position, enfladed. 
«t that, But now surely, after thw 


prise in tlie rear, they will change front; 
common sense demands that, aud military 
science may well blush in shame if it be 
not instantly done. The commander of 
the 55th Ohio, bis eyo upon the right, de- 
tects it completely flanked. Putting spurs 
to his horse, he hastens to tho division 
commander and shouts, "Our 
right is 


turned; may I change front?" "No," 
is the reply. In a moment he was with 
his regiment again, and seeing his right 
giving war, he flies to his general a second 
time. " The right is breaking, and no 
enemy in front of us ; may I change front, 
aud at them in our rear?" "No," was 
the gruff reply; and thus soldiers who 
never yet had failed to do their duty, and 
whom Napoleon would have deemed wor- 
thy a place iu the '* Old Guard," were left 
in the trenches under an ennlauidg fire of 
grape and canister, and uuableto discharge 
a musket directly or obliquely at then* foes, 
who were sweeping them down. 


It was a surprise! Who doubts it? aud 


that in tho broixd daylight! There is not 
an officer in the corps, aside from the 
guilty, who will not affirm it. 
No troops 


in the world could have stood, placed us 
were the right of the llth army corps.— 
Far noblgr would it bo for tho guilty to 
frankly acknowledge their errors than to 
strike behind voiceless privates, with u 
charge of cowardice, and staining 
the 


memory of tho heroic dead with defection, 
or robbing the bereaved of the consolations 
that their loved ones died, with their sol- 
diers' honor bright. 


If Sigel had been iu command of his 


old corps, none believed that such a sur- 
prise could have happened; yet who can 
doubt that responsibility rests upon him 
who was thrico notified of the danger which 
finally robbed us of B complete victory ? 
Complete victory, I say, for I claim that 
such a fight and such results as Hooker 
there achieved, cannot be denominated a 
defeat, and tho paido aud indignation of 
every true soldier of the Polomac army is 
touched if it bo intimated. Even as I 
write, our returned surgeons state, as the 
admission of all !)he rebel officers they met 
on tho other side, that they have received 
no such terrible punishment since tho war 
commenced, and that if this is Joe Hook- 
er's style of fighting they want! no more 
of it.

We do not regard taeir re- 
ports about repulses as of much conse* 
que'tfce, as in each case, our newa a later 
than their'a. It is not probable that Gen. 
Grant assaulted the place three times in 
one day, as must hare been the case if the 
rebel reports are true. 


The delay in transmitting news is snp- 


poaed by many to be unfavorable, but it 
must bo remembered that all the boats run- 
ning on the river are taken up bj the gov- 
ern meat to forward supplies, and news 
must be brought by boat to Memphis, from 
whence it is aont by telegraph. The dis- 
tance between Memphis and Vickaburg ia 
about 250 miles. 


So far as we can perceive from what lit- 


tle reliable intelligence we have from Gen. 
Grant's command, there is no reason for 
discouragement, but many reasons for hope 
that we shall soon hear of the fall of Yicks- 
burg. Gen. Grant's communications are 
easy and favorable by way of Haines' Bluff 
and the Yazoo river to the Mississippi ; he 
has the aid of the gunboats on both these 
rivers, and his enemy in the rear has been 
thoroughly crippled, and his railroad con- 
nections cut off. Gen. Grant will not wait 
for an army to be formed in his rear, but 
will strike quickly and no doubt success-

A Sketch of den. Grant, 


Major-General Ulysses S. Grant was born 


at Mount Pleasant, Clermont county, Ohio, 
April 22, 1822, and entered tho West Point 
Academy- from his native state nt tho age 
of seventeeu, receiving his appointment aa 
cadet from the late Gen. Thomas L. Ua- 
mer, of Ohio. 
He graduated with honors, 


June 30,1843, in the same class with Gen- 
erals Erenoh'^Franklin, Hamilton, Quimby, 
Peck, Reynolds, and others in the Union 
service, and Generals Hnrdeo and Ripley, 
now serving in the confederate army; and 
'wad attached an brevet 2d Lieutenant to the 
4th infantry. He waa promoted 2d Lievr 
tenant at Corpus Chriati, in Sept., 1845.— 
He served through the Mexican campaign, 
tinder General Taylor at Palo Alto, Resaca 
de la Palma and Monterey, and under Gen. 
Scott from Vera Cruz to the City of Mexi- 
co ; and waa twice promoted for his bravery 
on the. battle field. He was Regimental 
Quartermaster from April 1, 1847 5 and 
when- he resigned from the service, July 
31, 1854, he was a full Captain in the 4th 
infantry. 


After his resignation, he settled in St. 


Louis county, Missouri, and continued to 
reside there until 1859, when he moved to 
Galena, Illinois, and entered into the leath- 
er trade, in partnership with his father. 
When the echo of the first gun fired at Fort 
Sumter reached him, he hastened to Spring- 
field, and offered his services to Governor 
'Yatea, and was appointed colonel of the 
21st regiment of Illinois volunteers. He 
served with his regiment until promoted 
a brigadier general, with commission and 
rank from May 17, 1861. He was engaged 
aa colonel and acting brigadier general in 
several of the contests in Southwestern 
Missouri, and his course as commander of 
that district received the commondatiou of 
of his superior officers. Ilia chief connec- 
tion with the war is in the glorious record 
that bears Forta Henry aud Donelson, 
tihiloh, and these more recent battles that 
have effectually, tamed the rebel pride and 
power in the southwest, aud opened the 
Mississippi again as the outlet of the west.

through the wards of as many hospitals as 
I can supply with drinks. My business is 
dressing wounds where amputation may be 
avoided by special care, I write at the 
bedside of Arsanius Littleflekl, Augusta, 
Me., wounded ankle — where I have been 
since 2 o'clock this morning, his life hang- 
ing in doubt. 


Four days ago I unclasped the arms of 


A. E. Smith of Belvidere, N. J., from 
around my neck, where he had clashed 
them, dying, as I knelt to repeat the im- 
mortal prayer of the blind Bartemeus — 
laid down the poor chilled hands, and ran 
to Mr. L., then threatened with lock-jaw. 
Oh God, there is plenty of work ; with the 
great advantages of the most skillful physi- 
cians, the utmost cleanliness and boat, ven- 
tilation, the exceeding and beautiful tender- 
ness of ward masters and nurses, there is 
much to do, if the right persons appeared 
to do it. Dr. Baxter, physician in charge, 
will not permit female nurses here, and 
from the manner in which he cares for his 
patients and the reasons he gives for his 
decision I have no disposition to quarrel 
with it. The chaplain, the Rev. N. M.

Some of the Indians are for 
peace. Standing Buffalo and Sweet Corn, 
two prominent chiefs, are trying to bring 
about peace, and advise the Yanktons, who 
are the strongest branch of the hostile 
Sioux, not to fight. Standing Buffalo says 
if he thought the President would not 
harm him he would surrender. He is go- 
ing te Fort Geary to have Governor Dallas 
write this to the President. Little Crow 
is still for war. Bis band has plenty of 
food and ammunition. They intend to 
conceal themselves until the expedition 
pnsseH, and then approach Ihe settlements 
in the rear. The Indians think all who 
gave themselves up last fall were killed, 


They have four white captives, two of 


whom are girls. Little Crow and his party 
of warriors visited the Ree Indians, to in- 
duce them to join in the war. The result 
was a fight, and eight of Little Crow's 
band were killed. This is the latest and 
most authentic news that has been received 
from the hostile Indians, and confirms pre- 
vious reports of dissension among them- 
selves. 
The last of the Winnebagoes

From Vickkbnrjr, 


We are still without definite news from 


Yicksbnrg. The latest positive intelligence 
is to Friday night. Everything received 
since then is rnmor, coming mostly through 
rebel sources. We do not regard their re- 
ports about repulses as of much conse" 
quence, as in each case, our news is later 
than their's. It is not probable that Gen. 
Grant assaulted the place three times in 
one day, as must have been the case if the 
rebel reports are true. 


The delay in transmitting news is sup- 


posed by many to be nnfavorable, but it 
must be remembered that all the boats run- 
ning on the river are taken up by the gov- 
ernment to forward supplies, and news 
must be brought by boat to Memphis, from 
whence it is sent by telegraph. Tho dis- 
tance between Memphis and Vicksburg is 
about 250 miles. 


So far as we can perceive from what lit- 


tle reliable intelligence we have from Gen. 
Grant's command, there is no reason for 
discouragement, but many reasons for hope 
that we shall soon hear Of the fall of Vicka- 
barg. 3en. Grant's communications are 
easy and favorable by way of Haines' Bluff 
and the Yazoo river to the Mississippi; he 
has the aid of the gunboats on both these 
rivers, and his enemy in the rear has been 
thoroughly crippled, and his railroad con- 
nections cat off. Gen. Grant will not wait 
for an army to be formed in his rear, but 
will strike quickly and no doubt success- 
folly. 


VallandlKham Among Hi* Friend*. 


A special dispatch to the Chicago Tri- 


bune, states that Vallandigham arrived at 
Murfraeaboro yesterday, and was taken to 
the outposts on the Shelbyville road, and 
delivered to the rebel authorities. He de- 
clared that he was a citizen of Ohio, 'and 
of the United States ; that he.was there.by 
force and against his will, and surrendered 
himself as a prisoner of war. . The rebels 
did not receive him as a prisoner, but as a 
citizen, to be sent forward to Shelbyville 
for disposal. 


He is reported to have said that the deal- 


ings of the government with nimself were 
necessary and justifiable, if the Union was 
to be restored by war. He admitted that 
in that case the government would be 
obliged to use all the physical force of the 
loyal states, and could tolerate no opposi- 
tion. Those, therefore, who defend Val!|n- 
digham, and sympathise with him in his 
arrest, must do so on the ground that he 
is right in opposing the war. 
It will not do 


to say you are opposed to the policies of 
the war, but to the war itself. 
How many 


will be as frank as Vallandigham, and de- 
clare that his punishment is deserved if 
the war is right ?

A Sketch of Gen. Grant, 


Major General Ulysses S. Grant was born 


at Mount Pleaiant, Clermont county, Ohio, 
April 22, 1822, and entered tbe West Point 
Academy from his native state at the age 
of seventeen, receiving bis appointment as 
cadet from the late Gen. Thomas L. Ha- 
mer, of Ohio. 
He graduated with honors, 


June 30, 1843, in the same class with Gen- 
erals FjenchfFranklin, Hamilton, Quimby, 
Peck, Reynolds, and others in the Union 
service, and Generals Hardee and Ripley, 
now serving in tho confederate army ; and 
'Was attached as brevet 2d Lieutenant to the 
4th infantry. He was promoted 2d Lieu- 
tenant at Corpus Christi, in Sept., 1845.— 
He served throngh the Mexican campaign, 
tinder General Taylor at Palo Alto, Resaca 
de la Palma and Monterey, and under Gen. 
Scott from Yera Cruz to the City of Me si- 
co ; and was twice promoted for his bravery 
on-the i batcle-field. 
He was Regimental 


Quartermaster from April 1, 1847 ; and 
when he resigned from the service, July 
31, 1854, he was a full Captain in the 4th 
infantry. 


After his resignation, he settled in St. 


Louis county, Missouri, and continued to 
reside there until 1859, when he moved to 
Galena, Illinois, and entered into the leath- 
er trade, in partnership with his father. 
When the echo of the first gun fired at Fort 
Sumter reached him, he hastened to Spring- 
field, and offered his services to Governor 
Yates, and was appointed colonel of the 
21st regiment of Illinois volunteers. He 
served with his regiment until promoted 
a brigadier general, with commission and 
rank from May 17, 1861. He was engaged 
as colbnel and acting brigadier general ia 
several of the contests in Southwestern 
Missouri, and his course as commander of 
that district received the commonclaticm of 
of his superior officers. His chief connec- 
tion with the war is in the glorious record 
that bears Forts Henry aiid Donelson, 
Shiloh, and these more recent battles tbat 
have effectually,tamed the rebel pride and 
power in the southwest, and opened the 
Mississippi again as the outlet of the west. 


TEE SITUATION IJT MINSESIOTA.—An ex- 


pedition to thoroughly conquer the Sioux 
Indians, and achieve a' permanent peace 
with them, is.the one great momentous af- 
fair to Minnesotians. It is now nearly 
ready to move.

Two hundred and fifty teams accompany 


the forces. The commanding officer is 
Brig. Gen. H. H. Sibley, who has had long 
experience with the Indians.

west, nnder Major General Pope, head- 
quarters at Milwaukee. 


The Sioux number about 12,000, of whom 


nearly ojOOO are warriors, under Little 
Cfow,"who was at their head last season. 
They are encamped near Devil's Lake. 
About 2,000 have firearms ; the rest, bows 
and arrows aad war clubs. 


General Sibley thinks they will fall back 


towarda.the British territory as the expedi- 
tion advances. Several fighting encoun- 
ters; or else one desperate and bloody bat- 
tle, seems inevitable before a final reckon- 
ing can be had with them. 
• ^?he-9th Minnesota regiment remains at 
Fort Ridgley, to protect the southwest bor- 
der, while the 8th is at Forts Ripley and 
Abercrombie, on the northern border, with 
four companies of mounted riflemen.

I will got lady volunteers to go

My business is 
dressing wounds where amputation may be 
avoided by special care, I write at the 
bedside of Arsanius Littlefield, Augusta, 
Me., wounded ankle—where I have been 
since 2 o'clock this morning, his life hang- 
ing in doubt.

A. E. Smith of Belvidere, N. 3., from 
around my neck, where he had clashed 
them, dying, as I knelt to repeat the im- 
mortal prayer of the blind Bartemeus— 
laid do«n the poor chilled hands, and ran 
to Mr. L., then threatened with lock-jaw.

TUe French Defeat at Fuebla. 


PANAMA, May 1C. 


The Constitution, from San Francisco, 


got in thia morning, at 8 o'clock. Sbe 
brings important news from Mexico. The 
dates from Paebla are to the 30th of April.

ters, &c. See if it is clear, or looks as if 
colored with a brush. The fine and paral- 
lel lines, in the genuine, are of equal size, 
smooth and even.—Thompson's Reporter.

The Indians think all who 
gave themselves np last fall were killed. 


They have four white captives, two of 


whom are girls, Little Crow and his party' 
of warriors visited the Bee Indians, to in- 
duce them.to join in the war. The result 
was a fight, and eight of Little Crow's 
band were killed. This is the latest and 
most authentic news that has been received 
from the hostile Indians, and confirms pre- 
vious reports of dissension among them- 
selves.
